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C. L. Washburn 
Resigns From 
City Council 


The resignation of Charles 
Lawrence Washburn was for¬ 
mally accepted last week by 
Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier and 
City Council. 

As reported by the News sev¬ 
eral months ago, Washburn 
has sold his interest along with 
others in the Bassett and Wash¬ 
burn property here, one of the 
two largest Kentia Palm Nurs¬ 
eries in the world, because of 
smog’s damaging effect upon 
the palms. He will move his 
family to San Marino. 

Buyers include the owners of 
the other largest palm nursery, 
the Keeline-Wilcox Nursery in 
Montebello, who plan to sub- 
divide three-fourths of the 23- 
acre property. 

Mayor Korsmeier and coun- 
cilmen expressed regret at 
Washburn’s leaving, and they 
praised his work here as chair¬ 
man of the city’s important 
Water Committee. 

A principal action by the 
Council was the consideration 
of a pension plan for city em¬ 
ployees, upon a motion intro¬ 
duced by Councilman Wash¬ 
burn. 

The Council agreed to ask 
the William Wilson Co. in Pas¬ 
adena to supply information 
concerning an insured pension 
plan for Sierra Madre em¬ 
ployees at no cost to the city. 

If the City secures protection 
under such a plan it will re¬ 
serve the right to determine 
what rates are most advan¬ 
tageous.

Mrs. Richards, former vo¬ 
cal coach here and also 
choral director of Sierra 
M a d r e ’ s Congregational 
Church, has assisted mem¬ 
bers of the American col¬ 
ony in staging some mu¬ 
sical shows and has direct¬ 
ed massed choral groups of 
as many as 75 to 100 
voices. 

The family was vacation¬ 
ing on the Isle of Cyprus 
in the Mediterranean Sea 
when Mrs. Richards wrote 
the following.) 

Constantia Hotel, 
Famagusta, Cyprus 

Dear Tattie: 

Well, here we are in Cyprus, 
after two days in Beirut. That 
was wonderful for a change, 
but we were glad to get away 
from the Middle East smells. 
It’s only an hour’s flight to 
Cyprus—but of course there is 
an hour to check through cus¬ 
toms and an hour to check out 
of customs. 

It was quite exciting flying 


over the Mediterranean and 
then the first glimpse of land 
beneath us, a long point out 
into the Mediterranean which 
we followed directly into the 
center of the island where the 
airport is. After customs, we 
picked up a taxi—English drive 
—and proceeded some 40 miles 
to Famagusta. 

Cars Whizz on Wrong Side 

I wish I could explain to you 
the terrible feeling one experi¬ 
ences when you find you are 
driving on the left side of the 
road and cars are whizzing at 
you on the right side. It is sim¬ 
ply awful. I had to close my 
eyes as my stomach kept turn¬ 
ing over each time a car ap¬ 
proached. The roads are very 
narrow and going through the 
little villages there was barely 
room for the cars to pass. The 
houses come right up to the 
edge of the roads and the road 
seems to wind through the 
houses. 

The people are mostly Greeks 
and Turks. They work in the 
fields all day and at night go 
back to their villages, driving 
their sheep and goats before 
them. Usually there is a don¬ 
key with each group laden 
down with green hay they are 
taking back to the village. The 
sheep run to the side of the 
road as we pass 

Island "Run" by English 

We arrived at this hotel at 8 
o’clock at night. The rooms are 
lovely and very comfortable. 
It’s a brand-new hotel, unheard 
of in the Middle East. Lots of 
British people on leave from 
Egypt and the Suez. The Eng¬ 
lish run the island. They have 
several military bases here and 
rest homes for their service 
people. 

The hotel is situated on a 
spit, so we have a view of the 
sea from every side; and the 
Famgusta Bay all around us. 

Dick found a golf course and 
was invited to play with some 
people from Beirut. The only 
trouble was the golf course is 
80 miles away — practically 
across the entire island. 

We (Sandy and I) made the 
drive with him yesterday and 
it was a good chance to see the 
countryside, all in full bloom. 
Orange trees and lovely wild 
flowers all along the roadside. 
Poppies and Lupin and butter¬ 
cups. Oh, it was a lovely sight! 

Crusaders Built Famagusta 

Famagusta, the town, was 
once an old fortress, built by 
the crusaders in the 11th cen¬ 
tury. They attempted to take 
off from here to conquer the 
Holy Land from the Infidels. 

Much of the old castle and 
fortress is still standing and 
we hope to get a guide and go 
all through it tomorrow. 

There are also some old ruins 
left that were built 400 years 
before Christ. As I understand 
it, one of Noah’s sons came 
here and settled Cyprus, and 
the other son stayed in Jeru 
salem. 

Sandy is having her supper 
in the children’s dining room. 
Crumpet and soft boiled eggs. 
You know I haven’t had an egg 
in a year. The eggs in Dhahran 
are so strong I can’t eat them. 
But these are lovely.

Chlordane and lindane, two 
chemicals now on the market 
under various trade names, 
have proved to be effective as 
killers. Lindane is generally 
sold as a fly control insecticide 
at % to 1 per cent strength, 
but for spider control it is rec¬ 
ommended that the 1 per cent 
mixture be used. Chlordane 
dust spray should be 5 per cent 
but the liquid form is effec¬ 
tive at a strength of 2 per cent. 

Printed instructions and pre¬ 
cautions concerning the use of 
these chemicals should be 
strictly observed.

Requests to the Health De¬ 
partment for information on 
control of black widow spiders 
start piling up at about this 
time of year. The reason for 
this seasonal interest is simply 
that these spiders are uncov¬ 
ered as spring house-cleaning 
progresses especially as it per¬ 
tains to garages, outbuildings, 
and remote storage spaces. 

The black widow weaves her 
web in dry, dimly lighted hide¬ 
outs. The web is usually un¬ 
tidy and irregularly formed 
and is always built in relation 
to a crevice or corner into 
which the spider hurriedly re¬ 
treats when disturbed. The egg 
sac is white and contains up to 
900 eggs. 

When mature, the adult fe¬ 
male is glossy black and has 
a smooth, almost n a k ed ap¬ 
pearance. A bright red mark¬ 
ing similar in shape to an hour 
glass appears on the underside 
of the abdomen and is the 
characteristic by which the 
spider can be most easily iden¬ 
tified. Long black, wiry legs 
can give it a span of as much 
as two inches. 

Actually, the number of 
black widow spider bites re¬ 
ported is small. Contrary to 
popular belief, bites are sel¬ 
dom fatal, even though they 
usually produce extreme dis¬ 
comfort and illness. Deaths 
have resulted in a few cases 
complicated by such varying 
conditions as old age, infancy, 
and heart disease. 

The bite causes various de¬ 
grees of pain, muscular spasm, 
and illness depending on the 
amount of venom the black 
widow injects. To prevent sec¬ 
ondary infection, a local anti¬ 
septic such as mercurochrome 
or merthiolate should be ap¬ 
plied to the wound. The pa¬ 
tient should be kept as quiet as 
possible. A doctor should be 
called immediately as certain 
drug injections have proved ef¬ 
fective in relieving muscular 
spasm if given within a rea¬ 
sonable period of time. 

The best bet, of course, is 
prevention. ' nfested areas un¬ 
derneath building structures 
and in dark, storage recesses 
should be sprayed or dusted. 
Until recently the usual meth¬ 
od of exterminating the black 
widow spider was through the 
use of contact sprays—that is, 
chemicals and insecticides
